THE FIRST STEPS TAKEN 


TO END THE STRIKE 


PHILADELPHIA, March 
IS. —The 


first step taken 
by the Philadelphia 


Rapid Transit Co. toward settling'the 
dispute with its striking1.employes, and 
hiddenUilly 
ending . the sympathetic 


strike which lias now been in progress 
for ten days, was taken late yesterday 
when President C. O. Kruger of .the 
Rapid Transit company conferred with 
"VV. D. Mahon, president of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street and Elec- 
tric Railway .Employes. The 
meeting 


of the labor leader and the Rapid Tran- 
sit .official was the result of outside in- 
fluences, and it is the first time officials 
of the company 
have 
dealt 
directly 


with flny national officer of the Street 
Carmen's union. 


"Yesterday's conference was held in 


the office of George S. Earl, one of the 
representatives of the i-ity on the trim-1 
sit company's boanS of .directors. 
Mr. 


Earl and a sub-committee of the gen- 
eral committee in charge ot the sympa- 
thetic strike, were nlso present. 


The latter met Mr. Earl at the re- 


quest 
of Edward 
Lowber 
Welch, a 


member of the Philadelphia stock ox- 


change, after he had procured a letter 
frnm Mr. Earl, stating the barter's will. 
ingness to dlsruss thp situation. ' 


When this delegation met Mr. Earl, 


it was suggested that lh«y were-not 
competent 
to .discuss . the carmen's 


grievances, and w. D. Mahon was sent 
for. 
Shortly afterward President Kru- 


ger was telephoned for by Mr. Earl and 
joined the party. When the conference 
was ended Mr. Earl said no 
plan of 


settlement was discussed, even tenta- 
tively, but the difficulty of a settlement 
was gone over. 
He and Mr. Kruger 


paid thp. company wanted to safeguard 
its loyal men.-and that'there seemed to 
be too many men for the.positions that 
were vacant. Mr. Earl insisted that no 
immediate settlement was in sight and 
that no change in the 
situation 
had 


been made. 


On the conclusion of the discussion. 


President Mahon and members of the 
sub-committee returned to the strike 
headquarters, where they reported the 
results of the conference to the com- 
mittee of ten.

BRITISH 
BUDGET 


To 
Be Taken up at 


Once 


LONDON. March, 15.—An interesting 
phase of the political situation yester- 
day was Premier Asquith's announce- 
ment in the house of commons that the 
budget would be relntroduced and dis- 
posed of before the houses rise for the 
spring recess. This announcement re- 
vived political speculation in the- lob- 
bits. It is generally believed that the 
nationalists will abstain from voting, 
in 
which case the 
budget 
will be 


passed. If the budget is defeated there 
is no doubt the government will resign 
'and go to the country again on the 
question of the budget ajid the reform 
of the house of lords. 


The debate on the naval estimates in 


the house of commons was only note- 
worthy for the breeze between Lord 
Charles Bcresford and Reginald 
Mc- 


Kenna, first lord of the admiralty, the 
latter flatly accusing Lord Charles of 
milking a mlsstatemeht. 


Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secre- 


tary, in a strong speech at a liberal 
banquet in London last night, declared 
that it was not sufficient to veto the 
limit of the lords, hut that the upper 
house roust be radically reformed. 
A 


single chamber system, ho said, would 
result, politically speaking, "in disas- 
ter, death'and damnation." 
Lord Rosebery 


The. house of lords began a discus- 


sion yesterday of the self-denying ord- 
inance proposed 
by Lord 
Rosebery 


preparatory to the radical reform of 
the upper chamber. Not a seat in the 
chamber was vacant when !»>rd Roso- 
bery rose to move that the house rs- 
solve Itself into a committee of tha 
whole to consider the best means of 
reforming the existing organization so 
as to constitute itself 
a -strong and 


elficicnt second chamber. 


He also presented resolutions out- 


lining" the necessity'of a strong and 
efficient second chamber for the weil- 
•being of the state; that such a cham- 
ber would be best obtainable by the. 
reform and reconstitution of the house 
of lords; and that,a necessary prelimi- 
nary to such reconstitution was the ac- 
ceptance of the principle that the pos- 
session of a 'peerage in itself should 
no longer afford the right to sit and 
vote in the house of lords. 


Lord Rosebery 
declared 
that 
the 
peers should not wait for the govern- 
ment to so emasculate the house of 
lords that it would became no better 
than a painted chamber in which no 
self-respecting person would care to 
sit. .lie said that it was wished to 
establish the elective principle, but it 
must not he through popular elections, 
but by elections by associations, corpo- 
rations and county councils. 


Lord Rosebery scorned 
the sugges- 


tion of a single chamber, 
which he 


declared 
was a proposal to dig the 


grave of the empire. In America, lie 
said, the veto 
of 
the senate 
was 


stronger than was ever the veto of a 
sovereign. 
He trembled at the scorn 


of the United States when contemplat- 
ng Great Britain's one-eyed, one-leg- 
ged search for a constitution. 


Introducing thr navy estimates in the 


house of commons today, Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, iirst lord of the admiralty, ru- 
gretted that lie was unable to hold out 
any hope for the future of a decline in 
tlie estimates. He defended the pres- 
ent large Increase, which he said had 
been rendered necessary by the build- 
ing: programs of foreign nations. 
An 


expenditure of over 1200,000,000 was 
imperative to properly safeguard the 
security of the country nnd to pro- 
vide against contingencies. 


Mr. MeKennn explained that count- 


ing the Australian and New Zealand 
ships, which would be still in British 
waters,.

There are no polar bears in the south pole zone. 
So far as is known, there are no human inhabitants In the south 


pole area- 


Penguins weighing as much as a hundred pounds abound in large 


flocks in antarctic regions. 


Very high mountains, some of them having an altitude of 15,000 


feet, havo been discovered in antarctic areas. 


One glacier near the south pole is said to be as large as France. 
Mount Erebus, an active volcano. Is situated near the south pole.

Joaquin Miller's Ultimate Appeal to Posterity 
J 


OAQUIN MILLER, poet o£ the 


Sierras, singer of the sundown 
seas, tho virile bard of western 
America, has just completed 


what may be his final revision of. his 
poems. Five volumes have been issued, 
and the sixth and last Is going through 
the presses of his San Francisco pub- 
lishers. 
This definitive edition o£ Mr. 


Miller's metrical works contains such 
puems as his mature judgment approves 
for preservation. 
Their publication is 


an event In the literati' world, for tho, 
fame of this writer has penetrated to 
the remotest places where the English 
tongue is spoken. 


Mr. Miller's first volume is devoted 


mainly to a prose presentation of his 
theories regarding poetic purposes and 
contains a great deal of autobiograph- 
ical data which serves to explain to 
some extent his uncommonly pictur- 
esque career. The poet, who is halo 
and hearty at sixty-eight and by no 
means an aged man, feels keenly the 
unkind and 
often vicious criticisms 


which have been launched forth against 
his individuality and his so called ec- 
centricities. 
For forty years he has 


been a shining mark for the petty sting 
darts 
of 
unrtivining penny-a-liners, 


though latterly his high recognition as 
a natural born poet and his faithful 
adherence to his Ideals have worked a 
distinct change in the attitude of the 
press. It would be puerile to dispute 
that Joaquin Miller is the most famous 
of living American poets and of living 
English writing poets, for that matter. 
Yet his limited acceptance in the easl- 
orn part of the United States is a ntnnij" 
ing reproach to those who ought to 
know actual poetry when they hear It 
singing Itself into the warp and fiber of 
the language.

In the first 
classification fall.those songs in which 
he has celebrated the sublimity of his 
Oregonian and Californlan peaks that 
"companion with the stars;" the Oregon 
pioneers and the California argonauts, 
the romantic early days on the Arizona 
and Idaho plains, the lisp and lull of 
the Pacific seas and, though less dis- 
tinctively local, that thrilling and ten- 
der poem, "Walker In Nicaragua," 
which opened his "Songs of the Sier- 
ras," the book which literally made 
him famous In a day. 


"While these poems contain many 


lyrical passages which carry a univer- 
sal appeal, it is Mr. Miller's briefer 
lyrics, such as those from vhich quo- 
Uilions are made here and "For Those 
"U'ho Fail," "The Voice of the Dove," 
"Mother Egypt," "The Bravest Battle 
That Ever Was Fought" and others, 
which appeal most intimately to tho 
universal heart of humanity for their 
lofty sentiment, their humane tender- 
ness and their Chrlslllko philosophy. 


Above all ihlngs, Joaquin Miller is 


Ihe poet of peace. Himself a soldier in 
.several fierce western wars, bearing 
the scars of conflict on his person, he 
abhors war, 


"The great poet of this great land of 


ours," he writes, "these west'most moun- 
tains and the ultimate sea bank, so Ilko 
the olive set Syrian hills, will come 
when we, too, have learned to love and 
religiously love the sublime and beau- 
tiful. * * * And when your great poet 
comes, as ho .surely will and soon, do 
not mock because he goes apart from 
folly to modluue. Ever from tho first 
the prophets went up Into Ihe moun- 
tains to pray, A poet need not bo 'ec- 
centric' to turn apart from getting and 
getting. In truth, he would be no real 
poet If he did not." 


This perhaps Is a gentle"rebuke to 


those carping conventionalists who havo 
laughed Ignornnlly nt Joaquin Miller 
because all his life ho has remained a 
pioneer, choosing to wear boots mid 
sombrero and to live In solitary places, 
usually on some topmost height. Though 
tho poet lin.s traveled much, around tho 
world several times, nil his homes havo 
been somewhere on "The Hlghtn," ns 
ho calls his present oyrla above tho vll- 
IdKO of Frultvale, Cal. Even when so- 
journing for a time In cities ho hr.s 
chosen tho room Immediately under the 
roof, "with nothing above m»," he onco 
remarked In Now York, "«xcept Ood 
and tho man who cleans off the snow."

Sir Edward Grey, 'the foreign secre- 
tary, in a strong speech at a liberal 
banquet in London last night, declared 
that It was not sufficient to veto the 
limit of tlie lords, but that the upper 
house must be radically reformed. A 
single chamber system, ho said, would 
result, politically speaking, "in disas- 
ter, death and damnation."

they would he free from bad example nnd have an opportunity lo do some 
work in which they could tnkr an iniwsl. lie thinks that a f.iir prnpm'lion 
of the hoys so placed would readily improve and become eventually law- 
abiding citizens.

Civilization 


KHARTUM, 
March 
15.—Looking 


the picture of health, and with physi- 
cal fitness showing in every line, Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, came back yester- 
day from the long; trail, oft which be 
has spent nearly a year In the pursuit 
of game. Thousands, had gathered here 
to see him and they descried from afar 
the familiar form and more familiar 
smile—made so even to those who had 
never before set eyes on the ex-presi- 
dent of. the United States by the count- 
less pictures of him which have reccnt- 


• ly been published. •. 
— 


Later in the day there was a joyous 


reunion of Colonel and Mrs. Roose- 
velt, and their children, Kermit and 
Miss Ethel, in the north station ot 
Khartum, Mrs. Roosevelt and' her 
daughter 
arriving there 
about half 


past five in the- evening. - A 
launch 


carrying the representatives 
of .the 


governor general 
of. Anglo-Egyptian 


Soudan, 
Major 
General Sir Francis 


Reginald Wingate, met the steamer Dal 
up the river.- On this small craft Col. 
Roosevelt and the members 
of his 
party had voyaged.for more than 1300 
miles 
from 
Gondokoro 
in 
Uganda, 


where they embarked on February 2S. 
It was a. wearisome trip for there was 
little to be seen and the latter part of 
the voyage was exceedingly uninter- 
esting, the river sometimes being a 
mile and a half wide, with mud flats 
on either side where only 
crocodiles 


abound, and towards 
the 
end Col. 


Roosevelt displayed considerable anxi- 
ety to be ashore. 


The White Nile was 
more 
placid 
yesterday than Sunday, and the launch 
•was able to proceed a long distance up 
the river, bearing 
the 
first 
official 


greeting to Khartum's distinguished 
guests. The sirdar's staff officers wcro 
taken aboard and when the steamer, 
with the American, British and Egyp- 
tian flags'flying arrived at 
Gordon's 


Tree, they-were seen surrounding tho 
former president on a bridge. Colonial 
Roosevelt was attired in khaki uniform 
and wore a white helmet. For several 
hours, the Dai tied up opposite Gor- 
don's Tree, within sight of. Khartum 
and during that time Col.'Roosevelt oc- 
cupied himself in answering hundreds 
of. cablegrams and letters, which had 
accumulated here. 
All observers re- 


marked his health and 
energy 
and 


among them were those who noted in 
Col Roosevelt when he left New York 
a year ago, the effects of the strain 
of- a long and strenuous term in office. 
From those effects he has now com- 
pletely recovered and although appar- 
ently the hardships which he under- 
went in the wilds of Africa have not 
reduced his flesh to any appreciable 
degree, he looks able to "hit the Jlnu 
hard." 
Although the ex-president has refus- 


ed to grant an interview or give out a 
statement on public questions until ha 


is in poMeaslon of the fullest Informa-

members of the party were conducted 
to the palace grounds, where the heads 
of the various departments were intro- 
duced, and tea was'served.

It 
stands on .the site of Gordon's palace 
on the steps of which Gordon was done 
to death, by the fanatical mahdists 
After. the tea the colonel arid his son 
crossed.the river to the Khartum north 
station, where Mrs. Roosevelt

Miss Ethel arrived shortly afterwards 
on an express. Arrangements had been 
made so that the meeting was.in priv- 
ate, arid the reunited family remained 
within the palace car for some time 
coming, forth laughing and happy. They 
returned together to the sirdar's pal- 


Col. Roosevelt spoke enthusiastically 


about his hunting trip, but "ho acknowl- 
edged.that he was a'trlfle homeslclc 
and was not sorry.to.return to civilis- 
ation. 
They sot an enormous bag of 


game in the Sudd district, where, he 
said, they were not troubled at all by 
mosquitos which usually are an almosi 
unbearable pest. 


The bag included nine white rhin- 


oceroses which are exceptionally rare 
and three giant elands. 
Tho elands 


were- such magnificent specimens thai 
the colonel expressed greater .pleasure 
over them than over any other trophies

OAQUIN MILLER, poet of tho 


Sierras, singer of the sundown 
seas, the virile bard of western 
America, 
has just completed 


what may be his Una! revision of his 
poems. Five volumes have been issued, 
and the sixth nnd last is uoins through 
the presses of his San Francisco pub- 
lishers. This definitive edition of Mr. 
Miller's metrical works contains such 
poems as his mature judgment approves 
for preservation. 
Their publication Is 


an event in the literary world, for the 
fame of this writer has penetrated to 
the remotest places where tho English 
tongue is spoken. 


Mr. Miller's first volume Is devoted 


mainly to a prose presentation of his 
theories regarding poetic purposes nnd 
contains a great deal of autobiograph- 
ical data which serves to explain to 
some extent his uncommonly pictur- 
esque career. The poet, who is hale 
and hearty at sixty-eight and by no 
means an aged man, feels keenly the 
unkind and

der poem, "Walker In Nicaragua," 
which opened his "Songs of the Sier- 
ras," the hook which literally mado 
him famous in a day. 


While these poems contain 
many 


lyricnl passages which carry a univer- 
sal appeal, It is Mr. Miller's briefer 
lyrics, such as those from which quo- 
tations are mnde^here and "For Those 
Who Fail." "The~; Volco of tho Dove," 
"Mother Egypt," "The Bravest Battle 
That Ever Was. Fought" and others, 
which appeal most intimately to tho 
universal heart of .humanity for their 
lofty sentiment, their humano tender- 
ness and their Christlike philosophy. 


Above all things, Joaquin Miller is 


the poet of peace. Himself a soldier in 
several fierce western wars, bearing 
tho scars of conflict on his person, he 
abhors war.
